If one had looked through a powerful magnifying glass at the army 
of ants building a bridge of tiny sands across flypaper, he would 
‘have seen each worker carrying what looked like a big boulder and 
dropping it in tts proper place, then scurrying back for another. 


HOSE who sought to frustrate a drive of 

herdes of ravenous ants upon the timbers 

* of the 3100,006 Exchange Building in the 

stockyards at Wichita, Kan., by means of 

placing strips of flypaper in their path, 

had but a poor opinion of this marvelous 

insect, which builds cities more popuious 

than New York and London, carries cn wars with or- 

ganized armies, eusiaves weaker races of its own spe- 

cles and rears more different kinds of insects as do- 
mestic animais than does man himself. 

In the case reported a few days ago from Wichita, 
any student of the intelligence of ants would have 
been able to predict what would happen. The first 
ranks of the invading army naturally stuck fast in the 
glue. Had the others been as stupid as flies, for in- 
stance, they weuid have continued to entanele them- 
selyes. regardless of the fate of their,fellows. 

But these were ants. They stopped, they recon- 
noitered, they considered. Ther ran about, their an- 
tennae quivering in debate. From these councils 
sprang in some wavy plans for a great engineering feat 
As if acting on orders, throngs of ants rushed away 
and returned, each beating a grain of dirt in its man- 
dibles. The first laid their burdens upon the edge of 
the fivpaper, the next, with their forefeet upon thi 
vampart, arranged other particles just beyond, and soon 
there was a wide dud commodious bridge Puilt right 
acrosa the sticky mcrass, over which the army passed 
dryshoda. 

Accerding to acgounts, the ants, after honeyvcombing 
the oak timbers «ith which the foundations cf the 
dvutiding are shored up, pressed on into the wood- 
work of the west end of the structure, which they had 
tunneled as far ag the second floor. Entomologists 
from Washington declered that these ants were not na- 
tives, but ferocious strangers from Australia or South 
America. 

Observers of ants haye long noted their ingenuity 
in overcoming obstacles pleced in the path of their 
migrations. One authcrity tells of ua tree which wae 
infesied by ants. Around the trunk he spread a band 
of cloth saturated with tobacea water. Antr descend- 
ing the tree quickly solved the difficulties by coming 
Jown to the edge of the cloth and then lerting them- 
selves drop past it to the ground.

Other instances of the dexterity of ants in the di- 
vision of labor are well known. One band of workers 
ascends 4 tree and cuts off the leaves wiih their scis- 
sorgsiike jaws; the leaves fall to the ground, were an- 
other crew aeizes them and Crags them off to the nest. 
But one of the most arresting incidents of the sort 
comes from the town of Botzen, in Germany
